WasHineton, January 12.—The 
president, in conversation to-day, 
spoke quite freely again over the situ- 
tion of the country, regretting that the 
presidential problem is still unsolved 
and lamenting the stagnation of busi- 
ness and industrial interests. Refer- 
ring to the possibility of the future, he 
said that in the event of an interreg- 
num in the presidential office owing to 
an inability on the part of the two 
houses to come to an agreement on the 
uesiion of the presidency prior to the 
ay which terminates the present ad- 
ministration, the president said he was 
of the opinion that the cabinet officers, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the act of 1792, will recognize the pre- 
siding officer of the senate, who he 
considers ex officio acting vice presi- 
dent of the United States, and to him 
will be transmitted the executive trz 

In speaking again on this subject, the 
president says that to his mind the 
question as to his duty under such a 
contingency is quite clear, and that the 
partisan views taken by a portion of 
those who bave the matter to deal with 
directly is untenable and unsustained 
by any statutory provision. He says 
that the act of 1792is clear on that 
point, providing that in case of the 
removal, death, resignation or in- 
ability of both the president and 
vice president of the United States

The white house and all the depart- 
ments at Washington are counected by 
telegraph with the senate and the house 
of representatives separately, with a 
view to facilitate the transaction of 
public business.

THE PENITENTIARY. 


The report of Principal Keeper Brown 
shows that the number of convicts ou 
hand at the end of 1876 was 1,108, an 
increase over the previous year’s num- 
ber of 196. During the year 82 were 
discharged and 18 were pardoned ; 58 
died, 44 escaped and 6 were. returned 
for new trials. The large mortuary and 
escape lists were due to the old-lease 
system, which involved frequent 
changes and a wide dispersion of the 
convicts. 

Colonel Brown reviews the history of 
the penitentiary from the reception of 
'- the first convict in 1817 down to the 
present year. ‘The farming-out plan 
was rendered necessary by the changes 
~in the condition of the negro, who, in 
| the language of the report, was ip- 
' vested with the privilege of the peni- 
 tentiary along with freedom and politi- 
- cal rights. That plan ias relieved the 


state of taxation on account 
of the punishment of criminals; 
and under an act of the 


last legislature three companies have

_years. The three prisons of the future 
—one in Dade, one in Greene, and the 
other in Dougherty—will be ready on 
‘the Ist day of April, 1879, to receive 
convicts without cost to the state.

It 
will also be observed that the new 
lines of road to be constracted will 
form connections with every Atlantic 
port, commencing at Galveston and 
going up through New.Orleans, Mobile,
